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Horrors of Orel Occupation 
Told on Faces of Residents 


By HENRY C. CASSIDY 

OREL, Soviet Russia, Aug. 14.— 
(Delayed) - -(#)— The people of 
Orel who survived 22 months of 
terror and starvation under the 
Nazi occupation indicated today 
that the invaders had never at- 
tempted Germanization efforts 
here as they did in the Ukraine. 

Newly freed by the Red army, 
residents said little or no effort 
Was made even to teach the Ger- 
man language. 

The invaders never started the 
development or exploitation of re- 
sources. They contented them- 
selves with stripping the country- 
side of everything—taking away 
inhabitants as well as food. 

Many Evacuated. 

The situation contrasted sharply 
with Kharkov and other Ukraine 
cities, where the Germans attempt- 
ed to Nazify the people and build 
up the industries, hoping to keep 
the region for themselves. 

Comparativety few persons in 
Orel lived to tell the tale. Of the 
peacetime population of 114,000 
only about 30,000 remained when 
the Red army returned. 

About 10,000 were evacuated by 
the Russians before the German 
occupation in October, 1941. Soviet 
authorities estimated 12,000 were 
killed by the Germans and 14,000 
sent to work in Germany last 
month. The rest died, were evac- 
uated or escaped to other parts of 
Russia. 

Those who stayed lived on less 
thar half a pound of bread to each 
person daily, hid in cellars during 
the battle of Orel, and emerged to

pwelcome the Red army. 

The effect of this period was 
stamped most vividly on the face 
of an apparently aged man with 
white hair and no teeth who tot- 
tered out to meet the Russians. 

“Grandfather, where did you 
come from?” someone asked. 

“I am only 24 years old,” was 
the reply. 

Peace has not yet come to the 
residents of Orel. Delayed action 
mines still are exploding, constant- 
ly raising the spectre of death. 
The city is without water, light or 
railroad service because of sys- 
tematic German demolitions. 

The Kursk-Orel railway is ex- 
pected to be established soon, how- 
ever, followed by the Moscow-Orel 


‘line in 10 days. 

Orel outwardly showed no signs 
of Germanization. Street signs 
|'were printed in German, but the 
names were not changed, simply 
translated from the Russian. 

The Germans established a local 
“Orel government” with a burgo- 
master, city council, and military 
commandant. Soviet authorities 
said the Nazis brought a “few 
landlords” to extract produce, but 
brought no equipment and under- 
took no construction. 

Of the original 29 schools in 
the city, only five were kept open 
—and these mostly taught adults 
military science, espionage, and 
religious subjects. 
zPeter Pavlovich Kovalenko, 27, 
a former research worker in the 
pedagogical institute who stayed 
through the occupation, said only 


*children from 7 to 10 were per- 


mitted to go to school. Others 
were forced to work. If they re- 
fused, he said, they were hanged. 
One boy of 14 was publicly hang- 
ed in May 1 square in the pres- 
ence of his mother. 

A man named Mikhail Okhtah 
was brought in as editor of the 
local newspaper and lecturer for 
adult classes. Kovalenko said the 
substance of the lectures was that 
“Russians can never be masters, 
only slaves. Only Germans can 
be master.” 

A priest, Ivan Petrovich Mika- 
veev, 72, who preached in the Niki- 
skaya church, said a Russian 
“Quisling” was placed over him. 

This gray-bearded priest said the 
Germans objected to his church 
as the “nucleus of national con- 
solidation” and put a Russian lay- 
man, named Konstantinov, as head 
of the bishopric. 

Dr. Sergei Pavlovich Protopo- 
pov, who carried on his work 
among the Russian wounded in a 
military hospital, said the public 
death rate was high because of 
typhus and hunger. The birthrate, 
he said, fell to almost nothing. 

His own hospital was forced to 
move several times. Part of the 
wounded were taken on peasant 
carts to the railroad station in a 
temperature 30 degrees below zero. 
They were sent to the rear in un- 
heated trains. 

“Undoubtedly 50 per cent of 
them froze to death,” the doctor

Repercussions 
Rock Italy in 
Wake of Raids 


LUGANO, Switzerland, Aug. 16. 
.(Monday)—(#)—Another violent 
Allied air attack on the northern 
Italian industrial city of Milan 
started at 10 minutes before mid- 
night Sunday night, the second as- 
sault in two nights and the third 
since Thursday night. 

Sirens sounded an alert at 
Geneva, in southwestern Switzer- 
land, beginning at 11:30 p. m. last 
night. This precautionary alarm is 
the usual signal that the RAF is 
striking across the Alps toward 
northern Italy. 

Every Allied attack on northern 
Italy has been followed by reports 
of grave internal repercussions in 
that country, and these reports 
still were filtering across the fron- 
tier in the wake of Saturday 
night’s RAF attack when the new 
assault began. 

Eyewltnesses. 

These dispatches, supplemented 
by eyewitnesses, gave this picture 
of the situation: 

All five anti-Fascist parties in 
Italy have united in demand im- 
mediate peace, saying that that 
course is the “only way to save 
Italy.” 

The air attacks on Milan have 
reduced that city to a shambles, 
with its people crying frenziedly 
for peace. 

The five-party resolution said 
Marshal Badoglio was only “a con- 
tinuation. of Mussolini” and that 
the House of Savoy also was 
linked to the old regime and was 
“not acceptable to democratic 
Italy.” 

In Milan’s ruined streets troops 
were strengthened and equipped 
with machineguns and stationed 
at strategic points. There were 
demonstrations and strikes, al- 
though travelers who came to the 
Italian frontier said it was diffi- 
cult to speak of strikes inasmuch 
as many factories were smashed 
to the ground. 

Frontier Dispatch. 

A frontier dispatch to Die Tat 
in Zurich said in the past few 
days thousands have fled Milan, 
streaming into northern Italy. 
Groups of women, children and 
old people also are leaving Como 
and Varese for Chiasso and the 
frontier—in desperation, with 
their only idea to “find a hut, even 
a barn, where we can once more 
close our eyes at night.” 

These people, alsO needing 
bread, are “sadly disillusioned” 
because they cannot buy it even 
if they can pay well. Some were 
able to trade a bicycle for flour, 
a typewriter for butter, to people 
in northern Italy who refuse to 
accept lire. “Such misery is 
frightful, only two kilometers from 
the Swiss border,” the dispatch 
said. “Many who have left these 
cities with nothing are in serious 
need.”

Not So Good 


Out of a welter of gargantuan statistics 
found in a report gotten out by the War Pro- 
duction Board, one fact relative to the effect 
of the war on southern industry, stuck out 
like a sore, and disappointing, finger. That 
is that, after the war, we may expect little 
change in the south’s industrial position, rela- 
tive to that of other sections, from what it was 
before the war. 

In 1939, the report states, 6.9 per cent of 
the nation’s total manufacturing facilities were 
in the south. The expansion of industry due 
to the war has worsened, rather than bettered, 
this ratio. It is now 6.5 per cent. Estimates set 
6.7 per cent as the figure the south can expect 
after the war. 

Much, of course, depends upon opportunity 
and ability to convert newly constructed war 
plants into manufacturers of peacetime prod- 
ucts when the war is over. One asset the south 
will then possess, it is pointed out, will be a 
vastly increased supply of skilled labor. Under 
the urgencies of war, tens of thousands who, 
formerly, could be classed only as_ unskilled 
workers, are receiving training in high-wage 
mechanical abilities. Too, many thousands of 
young southerners are now receiving similar 
training as soon as their school careers end. 

For the south as a whole the greatest indus- 
trial opportunities, for peacetime, are listed as 
plastics and aluminum products, although for 
Georgia specifically, owing to war plants now 
built and geographic location, great gains are 
foreseen through the aircraft industry. 

The area covered by the report includes 
Georgia, Alabama, Florida, Mississippi, Tennes- 
see, North and South Carolina. It does not co- 
incide with some more optimistic views which 
have expressed after southern industry of the 
future but it may serve good purpose by re- 
moving excuse for complacency and inspiring 
the south as a whole to determinedly set to 
work to improve the overall picture.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
ABSENCE OF STALIN WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—The latest 


meetings between President Roose- 
velt and Prime Minister Churchill have brought forth further jus- 
tified expressions of chagrin that Marshal Stalin has not seen fit 
to attend the conferences. 
It is no secret that both the President and 
the prime minister have sought to bring the 
Russian government head into their earlier 
conferences. He was urged to join in the 
Casablanca meeting, but did not find it con- 
venient to appear. Offers were even made to 
transfer the scene of the conference to Cairo, 
farther east, as a greater convenienge. 
Undoubtedly Stalin was invited to sit in on 
the present Canadian conferences and it may 
be a source of some disappointment to British 
and American officials that he has been un- 
able to do so. The agenda for the latest get- 
together must necessarily embrace a number 
of questions, both in relation to the war and to 
the peace, that are of vital concern to all three 
Allied nations. 

But the mere fact of Marshal Stalin’s absence is not to be taken 
as proof of every half-baked report that floats down through the 
rumor mill regarding the unwillingness of Russia to co-operate in 
British-American postwar aims. Too many elements in our popu- 
lation, those for the most part who have never been able to get 
over their original distrust of Communism, have been too prone 
to believe anything that reflects on the intentions of our Soviet ally. 

Hence there is a disposition to place a false interpretation on 
events. Each time Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Churchill meet without 
the presence of Stalin the Red baiters again trot out their old alarms. 


OBVIOUS GOOD REASON There is an obvious good reason 
why Marshal Stalin is not tak- 


ing part in the present meetings. He is something more than a 
figurative commander of Russian fighting forces. He is, in fact, 
directing the movements of the Red army, just as General Ejisen- 
hower is the Allied commander-in-chief in the Mediterranean 
operations. 

With Russia now embarked on her greatest summer offensive 
of the war, it is no more logical to expect Marshal Stalin to remove 
himself from the scene than it would to look for General Eisen- 
hower to temporarily place the Sicilian campaign in other hands 
and come to America. The latter is unthinkable, of course. 

Much of the same situation existed at the time of the Casa- 
blanca conferences. The Russians then were gaining the full fruits 
of the great Stalingrad victory, and it was hardly an opportune 
time for the directing head of the Red army to leave the scene of 
action. 

Still all of this does not entirely explain the apparent re- 
luctance on Stalin’s part to lend himself to a meeting with Pres!- 
dent Roosevelt and Prime Minister Churchill. We must therefore 


look to other reasons. 

SIMPLE. DIRECT MAN In his book, “One World,” written 
after several meetings with Marshal 

Stalin in Moscow, Wendell L. Willkie develops a phase of the Rus- 

sian premier’s character which may offer a clue to the situation. 

Stalin, he found, “is a simple man, with no affectations or poses,” 

who “does not seek to impress by any artificial mannerisms.” 

As he was leaving him after their first meeting, Willkie said 
he expressed appreciation of the time Stalin had given him, of the 
candid manner in which he had been received. A little embar- 
rassed, Stalin was quoted as making this reply: “Mr. Willkie, you 
know I grew up a Georgian peasant. I am unschooled in pretty 
talk. All I can say is I like you very much,” 

In that brief self-revealing sentence may lie the answer to 
Stalin's reluctance to join, with Roosevelt and Churchill in a full 
dress conference on Allied war problems. Roosevelt and Churchill 
are among the world’s greatest sophisticates. They both have a 
polish and bearing about them that would make them completely 
at ease in any surroundings. Also they each have a cunning, po-+ 
litical and diplomatic, that makes them the masters of any setting. 

Marshal Stalin, a man of simple

tastes and simple beginnings, may 


well feel that he would be at a disadvantage sitting between two 
such sages. Perhaps he prefers to remain aloof and tend to his 
own knitting, leaving the commitments for Allied co-operation 
to be worked out by others and submitted to him for approval later. 

If that interpretation of Stalin’s character is approximately 
correct, it might easily be that we will not see a joint meeting of 
the three principal Allied government heads until the war is over 

if then, even. 

That would be the natural 
simple nature, however cold and _= blunt 
otherwise. 

Yet none of this offers any reason to suppose that we cannot 
count on Russia for the full degree of co-operation needed now and 
after the war. People who are vociferously complaining that we 
have no open commitments from Russia for giving us Siberian 
bases for fighting the Japs after Hitler is disposed of may be talk- 
ing through their hats. 

The logic of the situation demands that such commitments be 
not exposed if they exist. It will be time enough when the Euro- 
pean end of the Axis is destroyed. 


ONE THING COUNTS By the same token, we shoititd not 

try to prejudge Stalin’s motives in 
remaining away from the present conferences. The proof of Rus- 
sia’s good intentions should be evident enough in the manner in 
which they are slaughtering the Germans. That is the one thing 
that really counts the most.

TO SET BEFORE THE KING EDINBURGH, Scotland—( By 


Mail)—A man came around 
and said that there wasn’t much going on that day except there was 
a domestic science contest on. “The King and Queen will pass 
out the prizes,” he said. 

So I went. 

The war has done things to food and despite 
the fact that England and Scotland have in- 
creased their farm production to the point 
where they now are supplying about two-thirds 
of their needs instead of one-third, food still 
is a major problem. 

Scotland is engaged in the age-old 
trying to increase produgjfion and aiso to Dring 
about a wider use of home products. Now, 
those products consist of two chief staples, oats 
and potatoes. You can no more escape porridze, 
or oatmeal, for breakfast in Scotland than you 
can escape grits in Georgia. I like oatmeal as 
1 like grits and so I accepted porridge wt 
pleasure. For a while, though, I traveled with 
a man who did not like it. He tried to escape it. 

“I don't think I will have porridge this morn- 
ing,” he said, pleasantly enough. 

“This is Scotland and so you will, of course, 

have porridge.” said the waitress. 

“I don’t think so, thank you,” he said. 

“Scottish porridge,” she said, “is a part of the breakfast,” and so 
she brought it to him. 

Porridge has long been the subject of a discussion. The Engish 
profess not to like it. If you have ever seen one of Sam Johnson's 
old dictionaries, you will recall his definition of oats. “Oats,” he 
wrote, “is food for horses in England and food for man in 
Scotland.” Whereupon a Scot replied that this was no doubt exact- 
ly true. “See what fine horses there are in England and what 


fine men there are in Scotland,” he said. 
THE CONTEST I went along to this school. There were not 
many persons present, just the fond parents 
and teachers and patrons. The awards were to be made in one of 
the small demonstration rooms of the school. It looked like a small 
operating theater in a hospital, with sharply raised rows of seats 
for about 100 persons. There was a coal stove, a modern one, and 
a gas stove. There was a plain kitchen table. On it was a bowl 
of heather with a Scottish thistle and an English rose stuck amid 
the heather. In other vases were flower arrangements of potato 
plants in bloom. Sitting in the nooks of the cupboard were vases 
of bell heather, which is a vivid red in blossom. 

They told me that 200,000 Scottish girls had taken part in the 
contest among the senior and junior schools of Scotland. 

Every girl had to cook a dish made of potatoes and one of oatmeal. 
The 50 winners had come to Edinburgh for the final judging. The 
dishes were spread on long tables in one of the school rooms and 
the King and Queen came to see them before awarding the prizes 

The King and Queen came in with the Lord Mayor of Edinburgh 
and with the secretary of state for Scotland. The King was shy 
but splendid in appearance. He has that quality of character 
which makes for a leader of his type. The Queen was smiling 
and gracious and, of course, at home. She is a Scot and she loves 
Scotland and its people. She wore a most becoming dress and hat 
which was some sort of creation of violets. I didn’t care for it much 
but a young lady on one of the Scottish papers said it was beau- 
tiful. I guess it was. I am dumb about anything feminine. 

The secretary of state said that he welcomed their majesties 
on behalf of the people. He thought it was the second time that a 
King of England had displayed an interest in oatmeal cakes and 
he hoped that this time there would not be so unfortunate an oc- 
currence as before. 

Everyone laughed in a pleasant way but I had to ask about it. 
A reporter told me, in sorrow at my dumbness, that once when 
King Arthur entered a Scottish Highlander’s hut and asked for 
something to eat the Highlander, not recognizing him, told him to 
cook his own cakes. This the King tried and burned them. 

The Queen presented the awards in a simple and sincere man- 
ner which won the hearts of all present. 

“Remember,” she said, in conclusion, “that the better house- 
wives you are the happier will be your homes.” 

Thereupon the secretary of state presented her majesty with a 
book containing all the prize-winning recipes, saying: 

“T trust this will improve the culinary problem at the palace.” 
The King looked at the Queen and she at him and they both laughed 
with the crowd. “I certainly am going to try them.” she said.

splendid looking and these two were no ex- 


ceptions. Miss Eileen Clarke, of Aberdeen, age 15, won the junior 
competition with oatmeal biscuits and a special potato cake. Miss 
Brenda McLean, of Edinburgh, won the senior prize with a potato 
chocolate cake and a rhubarb flan. Do not ask me what is a 
flan. It is something like a pie but isn’t. 

There was the most amazing array of dishes, 100 of them. and 
all looking good to eat. They had done unbelievable things with 
potatoes. There were potatoes cooked to look like sausages and to 
look like croquets.. There were all sorts of oatmeal cakes and 
biscuits and breads and pies and tarts. 

The King and Queen -looked them over with genuine pleasure 
and the Queen was seen to be making notes on some of those which 
most took her eyes. The more I see of this wholesome, intelligent, 
splendid couple, ruling as King and Queen of England, the more 
I am convinced that the nation was most fortunate that they came 
to the throne. This is no time for an exclusively cocktail .mind 
and an exclusively tea-dance intelligence.

Georgia Editors Say: 
FEW DRAFT DODGERS 
(From The Albany Herald.) 


To our mind, one of the most remarkable 
facts connected with the administration of our 
nation’s Selective Service Act is that, up to June 
30, only 877 men had been convicted for evading 
the draft. 

In a statement made by J. Edgar Hoover, 
director of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
1t was revealed that during the last war there 
were about 10,000 prosecutions for failure to 
register. 

Thus far in the three years’ life of the present 
act, Mr. Hoover continued, only 7,190 persons 
subject to the selective service law have been 
investigated by the FBI. Of these, 5,455 were 
found not to be willful violators, and they reg- 
istered immediately when the law was explained. 
383 submitted to induction without 
prosecution. Of the remainder, 433 were found 
ineligible because insane, charged with crimes, 
etc., and 40 were freed after grand jury inves- 
tigations. 

Sentences imposed on the 877 convicted per- 
sons totaled 1,684 years, an average of 21% 
months.

It was the 29th day of August, the first day of Second Manassas 

Jackson's “foot cavalry,” by marching 57 miles in two days, 
had cut in behind Pope's army and seized his enormous stores 
at Manassas Junction. The hungry soldiers had eaten their fill, 
loaded all available wagons, and burned what remained. 

Then Jackson occupied a little hill, about a mile and a half 
long, with an unfinished railroad cut along the front, and prepared 
to fight until Longstreet and Lee arrived with reinforcements. 

He had only 18,000 men. Previous actions, most of them unim- 
portant, had cost him the greater part of his army and most of 
his officers. One Virginia regiment had only 25 men in line. But 
what men he had were hard-bitten veterans—ragged, unshorn, 
many of them barefoot, but all cool and fearless in action. 

We call them men, but they were boys—many of them in their 
teens. And the well-fed, well-clothed soldiers who fought against 
them were pink-cheeked boys equally young and equally brave, 

Pope used 50,000 men against that narrow front. Artillery be- 
gan the battle, but the fighting soon became too close for any- 
thing but infantry. 

The Northern troops did not strike in great force, but stubbornly 
and continually. They moved forward in line, like the British at 
Bunker Hill, and when one line fell or broke, another took its 
place. The attack never stopped. 

Longstreet, having duplicated Jackson's march, arrived in time 
to give moral support, but did no fighting until the next day— 
when he finished it. 

For seven hours, under a blazing August sun, the Southern 
boys stood fast and the Northern boys fought to dislodge 
They were always in plain sight of one another. They fired 
carefully and then, virtually disarmed, cooly held their place 
while they finished the slow and complicated business of reloading. 
At times the range was less than 100 feet. 

When night came, the hill was carpeted with the dead and 
dying, and bodies clothed in blue were piled high beyond the rail- 
road track. Second Manassas cost the South 9,100 boys, and the 
North 14,210. We are told that war is more terrible than it used to 
be, but it isn't true. The slaughter is less, and the wounded have a 
far better chance to survive,

| Each station is staffed by two 
'doctors and 36 enlisted men. They 
are very frequently under fire. 


At an aid station a wounded man 
gets what is immediately neces- 
isary, depending on the severity of 
‘his wounds. The idea all along 
|is to do as little actual surgical 


'work as possible, but at each stop | 


i'merely to keep a man in good 
enough condition to stand the trip 
'on back on the hospital, where 
ithey have full facilities for any 
kind of work. 

Emergency Operations. 


Hence if a soldier’s stomach is | 


‘ripped open they do an emergency 
‘operation right at the front but 
leave further operating to be done 
‘at a hospital. If his leg is shat- 


tered by shrapnel they bind it up| 


in a métal rack, but the operat- 
ing and setting isn’t done till he 
back to the hospital. 
They use morphine and blood 
plasma copiously at the forward 
|stations to keep sinking men go- 
| ing. 

| From the battalion aid station 
‘the wounded are taken by ambu- 


lance, jeep, truck or any other |

,tion. This is a few tents run by 
five doctors and a hundred en- 
listed men, anywhere from a quar:

Doughboys Only 27 Miles From Messina 


By DANIEL LUCE. 

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Aug. 15.—(#)— 
Conquering American doughboys 
tearing through the _ collapsing 
German flank on the Sicilian 
north coast have raced 14 miles— 
one-third the remaining distance 
to Messina—to capture Oliveri, 
only 27 1-2 miles ‘rom that evac- 
Uation port, Allied headquarters 
announced today 

‘British troops blocked the escape 
of Nazis in the central sector by 
swift seizure of th. Taormina road 
junctions et Piedimonte and Fiu- 
mefreddo on the east coast, and 
Allied drives speared dangerously 
Geeper on the central front itself. 

A dispatch from Associated 
Press Correspondent Noland Nor- 
gaard with the British Eighth 
Army declared German rear- 
guards had broken off contact at 
all points on the east coast and 
were withdrawing rapidly toward 
fessina. 

Norgaard also reported that 
Americans thrusting forward from 
Randazzo had cut the north-south 
inland road, but too late to trap 
Germans fleeing on that route. 


This dispatch apparently went be- 
yond the official headquarters an- 
nouncements. 

The battle for Sicily was near- 
ing its conclusive end, 


Americans in the north, within 
10 miles of Milazzo, shattered 
German rearguard action, while 
U. S. warships sent a crashing 
‘barrage into the doomed harvor, 
second largest port still in enemy 
hands, 

Other Allied warships ham- 
mered the Italian mainland port 
of Vibo Valentia, the escape outlet 
on the south side of the Gulf of 
Eufemia, and Allied air power 
poured a heavy weight of bombs 
on southern Italy, pounding evac- 
uation boats and disembarkation 
points and shooting up communi- 
cations ahead of the German re- 
treat. 

Seizure of Oliveri represented a 
14-mile advance from the last re- 
ported U.S. Seventh Army victory 
at Brolo. The advance also en- 
gulfed San Angelo and Patti, eight 
| miles west of Oliveri. 

The British thrust, gaining five 
miles to slice the Taormina- Ran- 
dazzo road, penned up the Ger- 


mans to the westward from all 
chance of escape except over 


roadless mountains 3,000 to 4,000 
feet high. Their advance brought 
them within five miles of Taor- 
mina itself. 

Spreading out from the broken 
enemy stronghold at Randazzo, 
American and British forces were 
reported officially to have covered 
half the 10-mile stretch to Franch- 
villa, terminus of the last lateral 
road in the enemy zone. The U.S. 
northern advance virtually sealed 
the coastal -xit of this route. 


Thus, hemmed in from the 
north, west and east by the semi- 
circular Allied front, some Ger- 
mans fled straight into the track- 
less hills afoot in a desperate ef- 
fort to hike to evacuation beaches 
at Messina some 30 miles away as 
the crow flies. 

German north coast detach- 
ments had no alternative but to 
fall back steadily toward a nar- 
row 10-mile road connecting Di- 
vieto on the tip of the north coast 
with Messina. 

The whole of the north coast 
was being occupied rapidly as

American naval fleets continually 
assaulted the enemy’s withdraw- 
ing flanks from the sea and trans- 
ported heavy equipment for the 
Seventh Army around damaged 
road points to their rear. 

From Oliveri a coastal plain 
widens out, depriving the Nazis of 
mountainous defenses along the 
shore of the Tyrrhenian sea.

This mainland port is assuming 
increased importance as more and 
More Axis troops arriving from 
Sicily can be used to prepare it 
as a new defensive base. 

A Royal Netherlands gunboat 
active in Sicilian operations since 
the beginning of the campaign was 
in an Allied force which bombard- 
ed enemy positions in the Tao- 
mina area Saturday, it was an- 
nounced. 

The enemy now is being com- 
pelled to retreat day and night 
from his shrinking Sicilian bridge- 
head with small hope of a tem- 
porary stand except possibly in a 
rugged 3,000-foot range immediate- 
ly southwest of Messina. The Ital- 
ian shoreline is lined with 15-inch 
batteries that have a theoretical 
range of 22 miles to help cover 
the withdrawal. 

The fast pace of the Axis evacu- 
ation indicated that the Allied 
armies—although still confronted 
by some hard scrambling to reach 
Messina—might suddenly find one 
morning that virtually all the Ger- 
man army had departed from the 
island.

Air Onslaught 
Shifted From 
Sicily to Italy 


By RELMAN MORIN. 
ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Aug. 15.—(?)— 
Allied air armadas shifted the 
weight of their attacks from Sicily 


to southern Italy yesterday, 
smashing Axis evacuation craft, 
pounding their points of disem- 
barkation, and shooting up com- 
municatioins ahead of the German 
retreat. 

The situation from the air 
standpoint strongly resembles the 
last phase of the Axis stand on 
Cap Bon in Tunisia, when Allied 
airmen were unable to find suffi- 
cient targets in the battle zone 
itself and concentrated their fire 
on the enemy’s ports of escape. 

In this case the bombers are at- 
tacking not only the Messina 
bridgehead but the small towns, 
beaches and rail and highway con- 
nections on the mainland three 
miles away where German and 
Italian troops are being landed. 


Numerous Towns Hit. 


The towns of Palmi, Pizzo, Mile- 
to, Vibo Valentia, Nicola, San Bi- 
anco and Rosarno were all hit by 
light bombers and Intruders, one 
of which is missing. 

Enemy fighter opposition was 
light. At least one Axis plane 
was shot down. 

Bombers and fighter-bombers 
maintained ceaseless watch over 
the strait of Messina, destroying 
three small craft and scoring de- 
structive near misses on & group 
of 14 others. 

Palmi, one of the enemy’s main 
points for digembarking . troops, 
was hit by Mitchells and Bostons 
and RAF and South African Balti- 
mores by day, and RAF and RCAF 
Wellingtons by night. 

The planes swept low over the 
beaches machine-gunning smal! 
boats drawn up on the sand and, 
strafing troops. 

Warhawks and _ Kittyhawks 
damaged a 300-foot ship, one of 
the largest seen in this area. 

Escape Route. 


Reconnaissance photographs 
sharply illustrate the difficulties 
encountered by’ Allied airmen at- 


filtering through the net drawn 
around Sicily by air, land and sea. 

Both shores are clearly visible 
in the photographs and the strait 
looks no wider than a small creek 
even from an altitude of only a 
few thousand feet. Tiny craft ar- 
rowing across the water appear no 
larger than pollywogs in a rain 
barrel. With the added difficul- 
ties of darkness and the tight con- 
centration of Axis antiaircraft 
guns, a number of Axis troops are 
certain to escape. 

At Palmi, hammered most heav- 
ily of all the mainland points, me- 
dium and light bombers planted 
bombs on some railway buildings, 
starting fires and causing several 
large explosions. Highways near- 
by were kept under continuous

When you settle, you slump. 
You lose a lot of your grip right 
gaiong with your figure. 

Slumping is pernicious. It’s a 
habit you get into for work and 
play. The trouble comes from 
not getting any change of activity.

In general, these are the small 
muscles.

The principal causes of this 
decline was the system of man- 
agement, or rather, mismanage- 
ment of the natural resources, 
which under destructive meth- 
ods of harvesting were not only 
tolerated, but encouraged. The 
responsibility rests equally with 
the canners who were buying 
cluster-oysters and who never 
bothered to return small, under- 
sized individuals to the grounds, 
and with the state government 
which made no effort to protect 
‘the natural supply of oysters by 
establishing spawning reserves, 
enforcing cull laws, planting 
cultch, or employing similar con- 
servation measures.”

‘Addresses’ Put 
On Bombs for 
Ploesti Raid 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15—-+® 
Destruction of the “vast bulk of 
the operating capacity” of oil re 
fineries at Ploesti in Rumania by 
American bombing planes was re 
— by the War Department to 

ay. 

It based the report upon mili- 
tary analyses of the attack carried 
out August 1 by bombers which 
flew a round trip of more than 
2,000 miles through all types of: 
opposition to accomplish their 
sion. 

“The exact targets chosen in the 
Ploesti area,” said Brigadier Gen- 
eral E. P. Sorenson, assistant chief 
of air staff intelligence, “were 
picked due to their relative impor: 
tance, and the number of airplanes 
asigned each installation picked as 
an individual target was gauged 
in proportion to its size and im- 
portance. 

Carried Address. 

“Thus each bomb had its par. 
ticular address, the street number 
and description of the locality be 
ing graven into the individual 
bombardier’s mind in the flight 
briefing. 

“The mission proves that Amer. 
ican bombers can carry out pre 
cision attacks on remote and seem- 
ingly invulnerable targets with the 
accuracy of a skilled surgeon guid- 
‘ing his knife.” 

Sorenson reported that months 
'of planning preceded the raid, and 
that all but about one-third of the 
Ploesti area refineries were dis. 
| regarded because they were “obso- 
'lete and unimportant.” Flying in 
at altitude of from 100 to 700 feet. 
he said, the bombers concentrated 
on larger plants in the area which 
refines all Rumanian crude oil, or 
about one-third of the total oil 
resources of the European Axis. 
Will Show Strain. 

The power house of the largest 
plant which handled about one 
third of Rumania’s production 
cracking processes was put out of 
action and half of the operational 
capacity there was destroyed. Of 
four other major plants, he said, 
the two most modern plants were 
wiped out and at the others dam- 
age was sufficient to cut capaci- 
ties in half. 

Effects of the raids, he said, will 
“show in a strain throughout the 
entire German war machine 
through depletion of a vital re 
source, and in an ill-afforded bur- 
den of an extra handling operation 
imposed on the already overloaded 
rail transportation system.”
